"Very well ; now what is a pic- 

"A pic-nic is a high carnival held over 
a murderer who has money— a place 
where the hirelings ask thousands of fool 
questions, read papers, whisper to the 
prisoners, wall back their eyes and look 

"Well, now tell us whats a jury 
"A juryman is a man who does not 
read the papers or talk to his neighbors 
and think any for himself. He is gener- 
ally supposed to be. a back-woodsman 
who knows nothing and a fit subject for 
the hireling gang to work on. Good 
are sometimes put on juries for the 
pose of showing a shadow of fairness by 
the hirelings for guilty prisoners, but in 
most cases the gang manages to work in 
a soft one or two for stubborn purposes.'

James M. Kreamer, Superintendent of 
the Atlantic & Gulf Coast Canal and 
tchobee Land Company, has issued 
iteresting statement of the results 
far attained by that Company in its 
a to reclaim 11,000.000 acres" of low 
lands in the Florida everglades. The 
drainage problem means simply the re- 
lieving of the land from surface water 
immediately after the rainy season. This, 
it has been demonstrated, can only be 
done by the construction of can da and 
the opening of old river beds. The work 
ilready performed has resulted in the re- 
clamation of 380,000 acres of land, for 
which the State has donated 190,000

Work was begun at this point in Julv, 
1882. Since then Tohopekaliga, which 
aas an area of about twentv-four square 
miles, li s been lowered t'hiitv inch's.

What Sailors iu the Navy Eat. 

There is not much change in the bill of 
fare of a sailor on board ship. What he 
shall eat an 1 what he shall drink is a 
er of official regulation, and it is 
strictly adhered to. Ob Sasiday he 
is given the following: Fourteen ounces 
of buiscu'.t, three-quarters of a pound of 
presciWid meat, half a pound of rice, 
four ounces of sugar, either huU an 
ounce of tea or two ounces of coffee, two 
ounces of butter and six ounecs of toma- 
toes. On Monday he receives the same 
quantity of bread and one pouad of salt 
pork, the same quantity of tea and sugar 
aud a half pint of lieans. On Tu sdav 
he is served with one pound of sak beef,' 
half a pound of flour and two oueccs of 
evaporated apples. On Wednesday he 
gets one pound of pork ag.da, half a pint 
of beans with four ounces of pieties. 
The bill of fare on Thursday is tie same 
as Wednesday with the addition of half a 
pint of molasses. Friday is the same as 
l'uesdav, Saturday is a repetition of Mon- 
day, with the addition of halt a pint of 

J<ot only do the men care litfle for the 
preserved beef, but they ate* have no 
particular fondness for rice. Very fre- 
quently when the rations are served the 
men do not take rice, and they even fre- 
quently omit to take flour. They are 
always fond, however, of their salt pork 
and ueans, and it is asserted when they 
are in port, with the opportunity of get- 
ting fresh meat and vegetables, they will 
ask that their favorite dish be continued. 
A sailor will, however, frequently in- 
crease the variety of his f.>od and add 
several luxuries to his bill of fate bv a 
very ingenious arrangement. The law 
provides" that if a man does not use ra- 
tions which are assigned to him, that he 
shall receive thirty cents a day in lieu 
thereof. The rations are more bountiful 
thau a single man can eat «»>d H H usu- 
ally the custom for one man ibet-.~-.ry five 
to commute his rations and take the 
money value in place of it There are 
twenty men in a mess, one of whom is 
the mess cook. For his servicr* In pre- 
paring the meal he commutes his rations, 
and is fed by the rest of the men out of 
their allowance and keeps the thirty cents 
for his own private u-e. Three others of 
the twenty, however, also commute their 
ratioi'-^audare fed out of the allowances 
of the remaining number of their mess. 
The thirty cents which they each re-eive 
is turned into a general mess fund, which 
increases at the rate of ninety cents a 
dav. When the men are in port <*ie of 
npowered to spend this 
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arrangement like this be carried out. The 
rations served in the French and English 
navies is entirely too meagre to alistw a 
sailor to be fed from the superabundance 
of his messmates' allowance. In some of 
the foreign navies, also, commutation is 
not allowed, and a sailor has to take what 
is given him whether he can cut it or 
not. — Washington Pod. 

A Discu s d Dollar. 
Yesterday the experts of the Ttaited 
States mint in this city were called upon 
to tackle a somewhat curious ptizaie in 
the matter of a suspected coin. The pe- 
cuniary Spinx presented its riddle in the 
form of a "daddy" dollar wlrtoh bad 
been thrown out at one of the hanks as 
spurious. The rejected dollar waa fiYnt 
measured and weighed by the Coiner, and 
was found to be of the proper gauao and 
of full weight, showing even an escessof 
two grains over the stand. rd. It was 
perfectly executed and had the right 
metallic ring. The color, however, was 
against it. Instead of the silvery hue a 
new dollar should have, it looketf liJse a 
nickel dollar. Obviously, tin re were no 
means of determining the spurhmsness of 
this coin save by assay, and it w s ac- 
cordingly sent to the "assayer, Dr. Al- 
brecht. On being carefully analyzed it 
was found to contain, in addit oo to the 
silver and the copper of the amalgam, a 
small quantity of nickel aud also <

What Island? 

The smallestState in the Union has the 
most trouble with its name. It has nev- 
er been ascertained where, when, or how 
Rhode Island received its name. Some 
people think it was given to indicate a 
resemblance between the island in Nar- 
ragansett Bay on which Newport is sit- 
uated and the Island of Rhodes in the 
Mediterranean Sea. Others are sure that 
the name must have first been applied by 
Dutch traders to an island in the bay as 
"Roode Eylandt" (Red Island), so called 
from the color of its soil. 

But whatever may have been its origin, 
we know for a certainty — and that is all 
we do know— that in 1G44 the General 
Court of the Colony ordered the name 
Rhode Island to be substituted for the 
Indian name of Aquidneck. Since that 
time "Little Rhody" has heard the ques- 
tion asked a good many times, "What 
island?" 

has given foreigners strange 
ideas about "the smallest State in the 
Union." Even in Canada, which is not 
far off, Rhode Island is but little known.

The man 
was therefore taken in the night to one 
of the trenches, where he was left in the 
dark and blindfolded. He was soon 
made prisoner by a French sentry ; a re- 
liable Russian scout followed him, and 
brought back intelligence of his having 
been shot as soori as he had been 
recognized as a real deserter. 
Russian counter-mines were then 
at once commenced, according to 
the lithographic plan of the mines of 
the allies. One night a distant rumbling 
noise was indistinctly heard at the end of 
a Russian gallery. On comparing the 
position with the plan by the assistance 
of a mariner's compass, it became evident 
that the sap was approaching one of the 
enemy's mines, laid down in it as being 
near the salient angle of one of the Rus- 
sian bastions.

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Artificial Coffee. 

At the present low price of coffee it 
would hardly seem the best time to bring 
out a new substitute, but a M. Sornani, 
of Pa via, in the Ann. di Chim. appli. 
Farm, et Med., announces that he has 
discovered quite a new and serious adul- 
teration of coffee, which is being prac- 
ticed by tlie manufacture of artificial 
berries. These berries are composed of 
the meal of beans and acorns, with chic- 
ory and some quartz powder to bring tho 
mixture to the requisite specific gravity. 
A dough is made of these inpedieala, 
which is cut by a special machine into 
the shape of coffee berries, and after dry- 
ing has exactly their color. Sornani says 
he has found as much as fifty per cent of 
these artificial berries mixed with the 
genuine. On roasting they tike just the 
same coior as the genuine, but they are 
discovered by soaking in water when the 
false berries soon fall to pieces.— &icn- 
tific American.
